Both the Triple Entente and Ger-
many are holding out Inducements of
a territorial character. Those of the
Allies are of a more extensive, char-
acter, but lnvolvo expenditure of
much Italian blood and treasure.
Those offered by Germany and Aus-
tria are less extensive, hut can bo
obtained without any fighting. Prince
Buelow's offers would, therefore, be
more certain of acceptance wero It not

Rumania has already plainly
Intimated that If Italy Joins the Al-
lies she will follow suit, and nn un-
derstanding to this effect between
Jlome and Bucharest Is known to have
been In exlttence for some weeks past.
If Rumania becomes Involved In the
International conflagration now In
progress Bulgaria and Greece cannot
afford to remain aloof and may be re-

vasion of Switzerland. The Kaiser'
knew very well prior to the beginning
of the present war and the military
operations of tho las', few months
havo shown that In this respect bo
saw cleorly how difficult It would bn
to pierce through Franco's fortified
barriers, extending from Verdun to
Toul and from Eplnal to Rclfort. To
turn tho French defences It was nec-
essary that the Germans and Aus-trla-

should hnck their way through
Belgium In the north and through
Switzerland In the south.

The violation of Belgian neutrality
proved a far taller order and a much
more costly operation than the Kaiser
had been led to expect. Moreover he
was disagreeably surprised by the pro-
found Indignation which his Invasion
of Belgium excited here In the United
States, In Italy ami In Scandinavia,
t'ntll a couple of months ago he stltl
hoped to be nblo to conciliate the sym-
pathy and good will of this country, of
Italy and of Scandinavia, ami there-
fore forbore nroiulng still further re-

sentment against Germany by the un-

provoked violation of the neutrality
of Switzerland.

Now, however, he feels that he has
nothlnr more to lose In this connec-
tion; that public sentiment In this
country, tn Italy, In Denmark, Nor-
way and Sweden Is too bitterly
arouasd against the policy at his Gov-
ernment to hope for any change, and
that even In Switzerland itself what-
ever sympathy may have existed at
first for Germany, especially In the
German speaking cantons, has now
given way to fear and scarcely con
cealed aversion. Switzerland's neu- -
trallty Indeed, though strict, 1 no
longer of a friendly but of a dis-

tinctly unfriendly character.
Consequently Emperor William has

made up his mind that If Italy Jolas
his foes he will avail himself of the
opportunity to descend upon Switzer-
land In the same way that he de-

scended upon Belgium, with the object
of Invading the southern provinces at
Ftancfl and those portions of northern
Italy which are tho least strongly de-
fended against foreign attack.

In this connection It may be Inter-
esting to recall that the late Trlnce
Frederick Charles of Prussia, the
Field Marshal to whom Raxalne sur-
rendered tho French stronghold of
Meti In 1870, was the first to Initiate
the present plana for a Teuton In-

vasion of Switzerland. This occurred
at the time of the Franco-Germa- n war
scare of 1878. Ijtter as Ch chain of
fortresses which France was erecting
on her eastern borders grew more for-
midable the Red Prince's plans for the l

violation of Swiss neutrality were
more carefully elalxirated by the heads
of tho German General Staff.

According to this scheme the
